Thcro 
was  a  Jr.pmoBO  Lieutenant  thero  who  caked  thrt  group  of  300  pooplc  who 
tholr  leador  vr.s,  end  it  happened  thr.t  we  had  wkrt  wo  called  tho 
American  Coordinating  Committee  establish*"*  sono  nonths  beforo  tho  war 
in  fcanila  to  take  such  stops  rs  might  bo  nocessary  in  orso  of  an 
omergoncy.  We  wero  expecting  trouble  here.  And  this  coordinating 
eonaaitteo  appointed  lenders  for  various  parts  of  Hr.nila  and  Carroll 
happened  to  be  the  loader  for  South  Kplrto. 


So  when  thoso  300  people  woro  asked  who  tholr  lender  was,  why, 
they  polntod  to  Lari  Carroll  and  tho  Lieutonant  then  said  thr.t  ho 
would  hold  him  responsible  for  tho  bohrvior  of  the  people  in  the  crap 
there,  and  he  instructed  him  to  pick  out  a  loader  for  each  roon.  At 
that  time  ton  rooms  had  boon  opened. 


Q  Subsequent  to  thr.t  time  tell  the  Commission  what  kind  of  a  govern¬ 
ment  the  internoos  set  up  thore’  in  tho  camp. 

a  Well,  the  first  committee  was  cotposod  of  Earl  Carroll  an d  such 
people  as  he  selooted  to  help  him  in  kcoping  order  and  sanitation  of 
the  cano,  and  so  forth,  was  more  or  less  r.  "nick-up"  committee.

The  first  six  months  everything  camo  from  the  Red  Cross  and  from  what 
we  could  got  in  from  the  outside.  Eut  in  June  the  Japanese  dccidod 
to  furnish  funds  to  the  camp  and  they  appoint od  a  committee  called  tho 
Supply  and  Finance  Committee  of  which  Cajrroll  was  made  tho  Chairman  by 
tho  Japanese.  Carroll  triod  to  decline  this;  said  that  he  had  enough 
to  do  on  the  other  committee,  but  the  Jepcncso  said  that  they  wanted 
him  on  the  new  committee.

a  new  central  Committee.

So  that  after  the  creation  of  this  committee  we  held  an  eloction 
to  tho  monitors  council,  as  we  callod  it,  and  Mr.  Pond  and  Judge  De  Witt 
and  forcer  Consul-General  Barrington  of  the  British  government  wero 
electod. 

ft  Did  this  duly-elcotcd  internee  connitteo  pursuant  to  the  Geneva 
Convention  attempt  to  perform  their  duties  as  agents  of  the  internees 
undor  the  Convention? 

A  Yes,  sir.

A  Small  shipments,  or  a  e  :  1  shipment  from  South  Africa  Bad  Croso  in 
December,  194C  ar.i  a  smai  s’  . paenc  from  Canada  in  January.  1943,  It  wasn’t 
enough  to  give  everybody  ‘  v  .  0  no  car  non  cf  supplies.  I  think  wp  divided  each 
carton  by  two  com.  Two  i  n  ;harod  a  carton.  Iu  Christmas,  1943  wo  received 
a  considerable  shipment, 

Q  Is  that  tho  last  — 

A  That  cane  on  the  •:  .-.augo  -ship"  which  took  that  group  of  internoes,  160, 
to  the  United  State:. 

Q  Was  that  the  ?.»•  '•  •  • 

A  In  September,  lr'  '«.  Teat  v/as  tho  last  shipment*  Yes,  sir, 

Q,  That  was  the  1  -.t  aicreut  of  Hod  Cross  supplies  that  you  received? 

A  Yas,  sir. 

Q  In  December  cf  7.9*?? 

A  Yes,  sir. 

q  So  that  prior  to  Ct-'bor,  1944  you  hod  not  received  any  Bed  Croos  supplies 
for  over  ten  months? 


A  Yes,  sir.

Q,  You  stated  that  you  had  an  internees’  fund;  is  that  correct? 
A  Yes,  air. 


Q,  And  that  )t  van  accumulated  throu^i  moneys  givon  to  you  by  th9  Bed  Croso 
and  moneys  borrowed  in  Manila? 

A  Yob,  sir, 

q  How  much  non\v  wr.s  (j.  t.o  you  by  thw  Red  Cross? 

A  I  would  have  i 0  j c  ?V  thai.  vp .  V*o  got  iuuAs  through  Tokyo,

A  I  believe  in  Hovcaber,  ’44. 
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Q  November,  '44? 

A  (Nodding  affirmatively), 
q  Aftor  Octobor,  1244? 


A  Yes,  sir. 

0  One  ration  which  you  stated  contained  one  hundred  grams  of  fish,  four  hundre 
of  cereal,  two  hundred  of  vegetables,  twonty  of  cooking  oil,  twenty-five 
salt,  twenty  of  sugar,  and  ono  of  tea.  Is  that  corroct? 


A  That  was  the  promised  ration,  sir, 
q  When  wbb  it  promised? 

A  At  the  bugii*>i^jj  in  February, 
q  Of  v;hat  year? 

A  ‘44. 

q  Fpbruary  of  1244? 

A  Yes,  sir. 

q  Was  that  a  change  from  a  previous  ration  prior  to  February,  1944? 

A  N0,  sir.  Because  before  we  did  our  own  buying  and  made  up  our  own 
ration.  They  changed  from  money  support  to  the  camp  to  food  supply. 


GENERAL  REYNOLDS:  The  Commission  interrupts.  All  thoeo  questions  are 
well  understood  by  the  Commission,  and  unlens  there  is  some  purpose 
unclear  to  the  Commission  we  suggest  that  you  gointo  something  else. 

COLONEL  CLARKE:  I  was  going  into  the  deterioration  of  the  ration. 


GENERAL  REYNOLDS:  The  Commission  understands  the  deterioration  of 
tho  ration.  Vo  have  heard  it  and  wo  understand  it  thoroughly  ^d  we  are 
perfectly  willing  to  have  you  go  ou  with  the  repetition  of  it  if  it  wil 
serve  a  purpose,  but  to  get  the  picture  of  the  testimony  tho  Commission 
does  not  need  the  repetition. 


q  (By  Colonel  Clarlre)  ao  you  know  what  the  Japanese  ration  was  at  the 
timo  of  this  ration  and  of  the  later  rations? 


A  Pardon  mo.  Will  you  pleaso  repeat  that? 


q  Do  you  know  what  the  Japanese  soldier's  ration  was  at  the  time  that  you 
received  this  ra;ion  and  tho  lator  rations? 

A  No,  sir.  But  I  know  it  was  considerably  larger  because  they  looked  much 
better  than  the  internees. 


q  But  you  don't  know  the  actual  grams? 

A  N0,  sir. 

Q  When  the  ration  Began  to  deteriorate  va.  tho  ration  supplemented  hy  any 
gardens  in  the  compound? 

a  Yes,  sir.  Wo  had  our  own  gardens. 

q  Was  the  ration  supplemented  by  any  poultry  within  the  compound? 

A  No,  sir.  we  had  no  poultry.  We  had  some  ducks  ~  but  they  also 
starved  to  death. 

d  But  you  woro  given  an  opportunity  to  ral.e  whatever  you  could  rul.o  In 
order  to  supplement  your  rations? 


A  I  beg  your  pardon? 
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Q  You  wore  given  on  opportunity  to  raise  whatever  you  could  raise  in  order 
»  to  supplement  the  ration;  is  that  correct? 

A  Yob.  Ab  far  as  we  could  on  tho  limited  acreage. 

Q  When  was  the  largo  issue  of  ration  made  to  the  internees,  if  you  know? 

A  Tho  issues  were  made  daily,  sir. 

Q  Was  thero  a  large  issue  made  at  any  tine? 

A  No.  They  wore  all  daily  issues  and  they  wore  never  large. 

Q,  Do  you  romenber  any  issue  node  on  tho  7th  of  January,  1945? 

A  7th  of  January? 

Q  Yes,  sir. 

A  Did  I  nontion  that  date? 

Q  NQ,  sir. 

A  I  don't  know  what  you  mean.  You  go  ahead.  The  7th  of  January? 

Q,  The  7th  of  January,  1945. 

A  jtt  couldn't  have  been  any  differont  fron  any  other  particular  day.  Was  it? 

Q,  D0  you  actually  know  or  is  it  that  you  didn't  have  anopportuni ty  to  look? 

A  No.  I  could  look  it  up.  I  know  I  have  got  it  in  ray  book,  but  I  don't  have 
it  in  my  mind. 

Q  And  in  that  caso,  if  I  were  to  tell  you  that  the  14th  Corps  &~2  report 
contained  a  statement  that  "The  enemy  apparently  did  not  intend  to  make  a 
defensive  otand  northof  Manila  and  informed  tho  internees  of  that  particular 
stand  on  January  7th  andstated  they  were  going  to  leave  the  city  in  order  to 
avoid  bloodshed  and  they  were  giving  to  the  Santo  Tomas  intornoes  seven  tons 
of  comhusks,  two  tons  of  soya  beans,  one  and  a  half  tons  of  casaba,  and 
that  tho  food  should  suffice  for  fifteen  days  or  from  January  7th  until 
subsistence  arrived  from  American  sources  in  February,  is  that  correct? 

Did  you  ever  hoar  of  that? 

A  I  don't  know  as  to  the  exact  amounts, tut  thero  is  a  confusion  there.  The 
stuff  waB  brought  in  from  outside  into  tho  camp  end  put  in  the  Japanese 
bodegas  and  sometimes  in  considerable  quantities  like  50  tons  of  rice  at  a 
tine.  But  that  was  under  tho  control  of  the  Japanese  and  wo  didn't  got  it  into 
the  camp.  It  was  not  issued  to  us  excopt  fron  day  to  day  in  these  s:mll 
amounts  that  I  have  mentioned. 

Q  So  that  in  so  far  as  that  statement  is  concerned,  that  it  was  given  to 
the  intomoes,  you  don't  know  whether  it  was  or  not;  is  that  correct?  You 
think  it  was  given  to  the  Japanose? 

A  I  could  look  up  what  enmo  in  on  that  particular  day. 

Q  D0  you  remnnber  being  told  on  that  date  that  the  Japanese  wore  making 
that  distribution  to  the  intornoes? 

A  On  January  7th? 

Q  Yes,  sir* 

A  Oh,  I  remember  that  date  now.  That  was  the  date  that  they  were  going  to 
pull  out.  It  soems  to  mo  that  instead  of  bringing  in  very  much  they  took 
out  some,  but  I  would  have  to  chock  that.  I  know  that  they  took  out  their 
own  Btuff.  A  lot  of  their  own  supplies  they  took  out.  How  much  they  left 
in  the  bodoga  I  would  have  to  check. 

Q  So  you  don't  know  now.  When  wao  the  physical  examination  made  from  which 
a  report  was  given  to  you  concerning  tho  physical  conditionof  the  children  in 
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Q,  You  were  given  on  opportunity  to  raise  whatever  you  could  raise  in  order 
to  supplement  the  ration;  is  that  correct? 

A  Yob.  As  far  as  we  could  on  the  limited  acreage. 

Q  When  was  the  largo  Ibbuo  of  ration  made  to  the  internees,  if  you  know? 

A  The  issues  were  made  daily,  Bir. 

Q  Was  thero  a  large  issue  made  at  any  tine? 

A  No.  They  wore  all  daily  issues  and  they  were  never  large. 

Q  Do  you  romenber  any  issue  node  on  tho  7th  of  January,  1945? 

A  7th  of  January? 

Q  Yos,  sir. 

A  Did  I  nontion  that  date? 

Q  Nq,  sir. 

A  I  don’t  know  what  you  mean.  You  go  ahead.  The  7th  of  January? 

Q,  The  7th  of  January,  1945. 

A  Jt  couldn't  have  been  any  different  fron  any  other  particular  day.  Was  it? 

Q,  D0  you  actually  know  or  is  it  that  you  didn't  have  anopportunity  to  look? 

A  No.  I  could  look  it  up.  I  know  I  have  got  it  in  ray  book,  but  I  don't  have 
it  in  my  mind. 

Q  And  in  that  caso,  if  I  wore  to  tell  you  that  the  14th  Corps  report

Q  Dq  you  renomber  being  told  on  that  dato  that  the  Japanese  wore  naking 
that  distribution  to  the  intornoes? 

A  On  January  7th? 

Q,  Yos,  sir. 

A  Oh,  I  remember  that  date  now.  That  was  the  dato  that  they  were  going  to 
pull  out.  It  soems  to  me  that  instead  of  bringing  in  very  much  they  took 
out  some,  but  I  would  have  to  chock  that.  I  know  that  they  took  out  their 
own  stuff.  A  lot  of  their  own  supplies  they  took  out.  How  much  they  left 
in  the  bodega  I  would  have  to  check. 

Q  So  you  don't  know  now.  When  wao  the  physical  examination  made  fron  which 
a  report  was  given  to  you  concerning  the  physical  conditionof  the  children  in 
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A  Tho  survey  was  made  in  Juno  and  July  and  tho  report  le  datod  August. 

Q,  S0  that  tho  Burvcy  and  tho  report  were  made  andioeuod  prior  to  Octobor, 
1944? 

A  Yoc,  oir.  and  the  doctors  then  definitely  stated  that  the  tho  JcpanoBO 
food  policy  wao  one  of  starvation* 

Q,  You  havo  no  actual  knowledge,  no  personal  knowledge  of  what  happoned  .to 
Grinnoll  and  tho  other  three  non,  have  you? 


A  I  attended  the  f  unoral, 

Q  But  you  know  thoy  left  and  sometime  later  you  attended  a  funeral;  is  that 
correct? 

A  Correct* 

Q  That  is  all  you  know  about  that?  You  don*t  have  any  personal  knowlcdgo 
in  between? 


A  No;  no  personal  knowledge, 

Q  ®o  you  know  what  the  food  situation  was  at  Manila  during  the  period  of  tino 
from  February,  wo  will  eay,  1944  until  tho  liberation? 

a  Yes,  in  a  general  way. 

Q,  Vihat  was  it? 

A  To  the  common  people  it  was  very  bad. 

Q  Sir? 

a  I  understood  that  for  the  common  people  it  was  bad,  but  those  who  had 
money  could  still  get  enough  to  live  on,  but  not  plenty.  The  Army  always 
had  plenty  and  the  Army  was  supposed  to  feed  us. 

GENERAL  REYNOLDS:  The  Commission  interrupts.  If  it  is  tho  desire  of 

counsol  to  Bhow  the  food  situation  of  the  people  living  in  Manila  there  are 
far  better  ways  of  getting  it  than  thin  individual  who  spent  all  these  years 
in  Santo  Tomas,  unless  there  is  some  particular  reason  for  asking  him  the 
question. 

COLONEL  CLARKE:  It  is  simply  a  contrast  to  tho  food  situation  and  the 
deterioration.  The  internees  did  have  contact  outside  of  Santo  Tomas  and  I 
thought  ho  may  have  -personal  knowledge  or  knowlcdgo  from  at  least  what  some
